The wretch had previously confessed his 
guilt, the substance of which coufession was 
that ho bad hired himself to the Confederate 
Engineer Corps at Island. No, 10, with the pur 
pose of gaining information for the benelit of 
the Federal Government; and though at last 
detected, be died with the conviction that he 
hod furnished more valuable information In the 
character of n apy, to that Government, than 
any other ten men in the United States service.

The Wonders of the Port of London. | 


A Beautiful Woman. 
Diane of Poicticrs was born, March Sisty 
1500. She married, la 1581, Louis de Bree, 
Grand Marshal of Normandy, and by him bad 
two daughters. Sho must have been at least 
thirty-five years of age when the Duke of Or- 
leans, after warde Henry the Second of France, 
at, the age of seventeen, became deeply attach- 
ed to her, and she retained her ascendency 
over him in 1559, ak the age of 50, retaining 
her beauty to the last. 
~ Miss Pardoe thus desoribes ber: Her fen 
tures wore regular and classical, her complexion 
faultless, her hair of u rich purple black, which 
took a golden tint in the sunshine, while her 
teeth, her anklek, her hands and arms, her bust, 
were each in turn the theme ef thé court poets, 
That the extraordinary and fabulous duration 
of ber beauty was, in u greab measure, due to 
the precautions which she adapted, there can 
be little doubt, for ehe spared no effort to res- 
vue it, She was jealously careful of her health, 
and in the most severo weather bathed in cold 
water, She suffered no cosmetic to approach 
her, denouncing every compound of the kind 
as worthy only to thoga to whom nature hnd 
been go niggardly as to sompel them to com~ 
plete her imperfeot work, She rose every 
morning at six o'clock, and no sooner lelg her 
chamber than she sprang iato her saddle; and 
after having galloped a league or two, return- 
to bed, Where she remained till midday, engag- 
eil in reading. 

The system appears a singular one, but in 
her case it proved succecaful, as, after havin 
enslaved the Duke d'Orleans in her thirty-fiftt 
yeor, she still reigned in absolute sovereignty 
over the heart of the King of Frango when she 
had nearly reached the age of sixty! It ia 
certain, however, that the magnificent Diana 
owed no small portion of this extraordinary 
and unpreoedented constanty to the churms of 
her mind and the brilianoy of ber intellect.’ 

‘Six months before her death Leaw herso 
handsome,’ says Brantome, ‘that no heart of 
adamant could have been insensible to ber 
charms, though she bod some time before bro- 
ken one of her limbs upon the pave stones of 
Orleans. She had heen riding on horseback, 
ond kept her seat as dexterously ond as well as 
she had ever done. One would have thought 
that the pain of such an accident would bare 
made some alteration in her loyal face 3 but 
this was not the case~she was os beautiful, 
graceful and bandsome in every respect, as She 
bad aver been.) 

She was the only mistress whose medal was 
struck.

| Section 11 of the Schedule calls for publica- 

tion of the Coustitution in one paper in each 
county. We bawe not space to spare it this 
week, nur time to set it. May be able to get it 
out in Supplement for uext issue. Members of 
the convention talked unctucusly of the State 
they flattered themselves they had breathed 
life into, and regaled each other with imaginary 
glances at their names as the founders, cut deep 
in the columns of the porch of the capitol—but, 
in the phrase of the day, we can’t eea it--and 
very seriously doubt if the hongrable members 
will ever Jive to see it. If the people accept 
the Constitution, it will be as a mark of great 
patiouce and forbearance—not of approval, 

‘To err is human.“ We may be in error, when 
we think the Convention made a mistake in 
legislating on the one vital interest of this com- 
munity. Granted the error may be our own, 
we ara yet cafe in rejecting the polloy proposed 
by the Convention, Read this—Seo, 2, of the 
Article relating to corporations: 


Sec, 2, All real property and possessury rights to the 
sama, us well as personal property Ia this State belong 
ing to corporntlons, now existing or hereaſter crented, 
shall ba subject to taxation the same as property of in- 
dividu ils; provided that the property of corpor sitions 
formed for municipal, charitable, religious or educational 
purposes may bo dxempted by law. 


Now, this—clinching it—tha Article regu- 
lating taxation: 


8xc.1. The Legislature shall provide by law for a 
uniform and equal rate of asszasment and taxation, and 
shall prescribe such rogalations as shall securo a jurt 
valuation for taxation of all property, both ro il aud per- 
sonal, including mines and mining property; excepting 
such property only as may bo exempted by law for mu- 
nicipal, cdecatlenal, Hierary, scientsfic, rellgious or 
chazstabte parpescs.

ledges in Eobo. We are always anxious to 
post the world as to the value of claims, aud 
the progress of work on them, in all paris of 
the country; but few of those who ought to 
furnish us the information take the trouble to 
doit. Our Echo friend says: 

Ibave just returned from a trip over the 
mountains, and think it a fine thing for a man; 
such a nice little exercise for the muscles, and 
brings the breathing apparatus into full play. 
Jost make the trip over to the Wilson ledge 
sor  Steraoon while you ore resting, and try it. 
The sir is co refreshing, too; especially oa ihe 
summit, near he Masonic ledge; and, by the 
way, as I bad n’t been near there for some time, 
aud did n’t expect to go again for a week or 
two, I improved the opportunity to examine 
the ledge—and without hesitation I pronounce 
ita good thing. Where the ledge was first 
struck, it was only one foot in width, lying 
very flat, and showing but little mineral; but 
a few days work done last week have opened it 
to where the ledge is over three feet in width, 
welk filled with fne mineral, and pitching well 
into the hill. 

I examined the Washington Series, some half 
a mile down in Panther Canon. In this series 
are three large, well-defined ledges, showing 
good mineral; but as there haa been but little 
work done on them, they show toa disadvan- 
taga A little jagicious oxergica of musale ix 
much needed here. Next comes the Wilson. 
It is the ledge—n big thing. Over twenty-five 
feet wide. The Wilson G. aud S. M. Company 
has sunk a shaft on the ledge to the depth of 
thirty feet, from the bottom of which a drift 
was run twenty two fect, crosswise of the ledge, 
without discovering the onstern or upper case 
wall. The quartz is of a redish color, and all 
containa gold; while all through the ledge ore 
veins of different kinds of silver bearing min- 
eral ; some of them containing galena, others 
containing black, brown and gray sulphurets 
of silver ; and close to the western, or foot 
wall of the lodge is a woll-defined vein very 
rich with chloride of silver. The company has, 
under the able management of the foreman, 
Mr. Gouchat, started a tunnel which will strike 
the ledge ata depth, of four hundred feet, and 
also cut the Ferguson ledge (another ledge be- 
longing to the Wileon company) at the depth 
of three hundred feet. This tunnel will be 
about six hundred feet long when it strikes 
tha Wilson ledge. It is now in eighty-three 
feat. The company has very good stone 
house at the month of the tunnel, and the fore- 
man has suspended work on the tunnel fora 
few days, zo as to build a gocd blacksmith shop 
at the mine,and pack provisions over the 
mountain to last him oll Winter —as it would 
be too much like fun to pack them over when 
the snow gets a little deeper on the mountains, 
It is deep enough now, so that I ean—slide 
out.

Dessert Disrnier.— The Virginia Union makes 
this mention of our new district: 


Messrs. Bateman and Green arrived in town 
on Sunday last, bringing with them specimens 
from new locations from the Desert District 
The rock is of a very peculiar character, being 
of a dull red cast, ond not mach harder than 
brick, which it very much recembles in appear- 
ance, and it is filled throughout with virgin 
gold. Some of it bas yielded au enormous 
assay in this metal, aud a whole tun of it will 
artive this evening or to morrow morning, and 
will be crushed at a mill, when its richness will 
he fully tested. The ledges from which this 
rock was taken are called the ‘Cleopatra’ and 
‘Mark Antony, and have only been excavated 
to a depth of six feck from the surface, The 
Desert District is situated abont seventy or 
vighty miles from Virginia, and near the sink 
of Humboldt and the Carzon. It is about 
twenty milen from the Truckee, twenty-five 
miles from the Garson river, and eight miles 
west of Gilson & Bateman's ferry. There ia an 
abundance of wood within a short distance, and 
a number of hot springs within eight miles. 
These new discoverica have attracted a number 
of prospcators from Humboldt, who have or- 
ganized a district, framed mining Jaws, and 
elected a Recorder. Mr. Bateman, who has 
brought in a quantity of oro to be crashed, 
holds this office at present.

Shall the Mines be Taxed? 
„ POSSESSONY MONT? 18 A MINE. 

As to the section (Svo. 1, Art. 10) declaring 
the mines ate property, aud therefore subject 10 
taxation, it ia left to thy Legislature to decide 
exuctly how much of a development consti (utes 
a ‘ming,’ and no sane mau can holiewe that a 
simple looution or the sinking of a prospeoting 
shaft will ever be provounced a ‘mine’ by the 
Leglslature. Enter prirt. 

That section preserihes that che Leglslature 
aball provide for a uniform and equal rate of 
assessment and taxation of all real and per- 
sonal property-—ineluding mince aud mining 
property. Real aud personal property are 
rated by the price they are held at in the 
market, Section 2, of the Artiole relating to 
eo: porations, further provides that in rating 
the property of corporations, ‘possessory rights’ 
shall be subject to taxation, If you have a 
uniform method of ussersment. you muet list 
property by its commonly estimated worthe 
By this rule, the Legisluture nor the Assessor 
Is not left free to ignore ‘a simple location or 
the sinking of a prospecting shaft.“ The ‘sim- 
ple location’ or the sinking of a shalt? estab- 
liches and keoures a ‘posnersury right’ ; and the 
possessory right is to auch property, real or 
porsonal,aa may, by good luck and mauage- 
ment, bo secured by virtue of prior claim. It 
is ag perfect un any other possessory right, and 
ino mining community will nt once have some 
value attached. If yon have a uniform rate of 
nssessment and taxation, for all property, in- 
cluding mining property and possessory right 
to it, you leave no margin for a Legialature to 
determine that one possessory right is property 
and another is not. 

That talk about what ‘no sane man can be- 
lieve,’ and that other talk about ‘none but the 
disloyal’ objecting to the proposed Constitution, 
will not do. We are free yet, to think for our- 
selves—and some others have as good reasoning 
faculties, and understund Euglisb as well, as 
our cetemporaries who write the Enterpilse ; 
or, even, if not quite so well endowed, yet are 
responsible for their own acts, and willing to 
be governed by ther own judgment. 

The Enterprise is very free with insinuations 
of unfairness, and of disloyalty, to those who 
differ from it. The Union tells loyal people to 
‘turn a deal ear? to those who argue that the 
Constitution is not fit to be adopted. There 
are none go blind as those who will not see. 
There hos beeu nothing offered in opposition to 
the Constitution, but fair, tangible orgument, 
in unimparsioued language.

question, we should well consider the matter in 
all its bearinga—not with a view to individual 
aggtandizement by elevation to ofice, nor from 
a false pride of being an independent Sioto; 
not through hatred nor prejudica sgainst any 
politiaul party, nor: through our zeal in the 
hope, bt advancing the interests of any party, 
The question to be asked jn making up our 
opinions upon thls question, should be simply 
‘Ie it for the interest of the people of the Tor- 
ritory that wo should ratify this Constitution, 
and ask for admission as one of the States of 
tho Federal Union? I do not propose, in gr- 
gulug this question, tọ appeal to prejudice or 
passion, This bas already bcen resorted to too 
much. Iam most decidedly of the opinion that 
the Constitution framed for the future govern- 
_ ment of thla State should be rejected. 

It has been reserved for tho framers of this 
Constitution to make an iuuoration upon the 
policy which has guided the Government in the 
management of mines throughout the United 
States. When the gold fields of California 
first discovered, this quostion was seriously 
considered, and discussed. Our wisest states- 
men took the position that the mines should be 
thrown open and free to the industrious miner: 
that while the proceeds from the mines would 
help trade, agriculture and commerce, the 
miner as a general rule would become impor- 
erished. For proof of the correctness of this 
prediction, you have but to cast your cya over 
the mines of California, where agriculture ond 
commerce bavo hud a rich reward since the 
formation of that State. 

Large cities bavo been built upon the sca 
coast and navigable streams, aud men of vast 
wealth inhabit them. Yet where will you go 
throughout tho mining regions to find a pros- 
perous mining town? Where do yon find tbo 
minera who have amassed vast wealth in ex- 
tracting tho precious metals? The miners of 
California bave done much to enrich the Coun- 
try, hut as a class they are to day the poorest 
people in the world; and the wisdom of this 
policy of non taxation has become go well gs- 
tablished that even the agricultural acd com- 
mercial portions of California would not tax 
the mines If they could. Adopt tbis Constitu- 
tiov, uud by your own volition cousent to this 
tax, aud what will be tho consequence? Before 
the present Congress adjourns, tho Federal 
Government will adopt the policy you bave lu- 
angurated, and every mining cluim will bava 
to pay tribute to tho Federal Goverament, 
Why not?
